Applicants have carefully considered the Office Action mailed June 1 , 2004, in 
connection with the above-captioned patent application. Applicants kindly request 
reconsideration of the claims in light of the amendments and remarks that follow. Filed 
herewith are: 

( 1 ) an Amendment Fee Transmittal sheet; and 

(2) a Petition for Extension of Time under 37 C.F.R. §1.136 extending the period for 
responding by three months from January 14, 2004, to and including December 1, 2004.

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" in vipw of the foregoing, Applicants respectfully submit that the PTO cannot establish 
prima facie obviousness of amended claims 38, 73, and 81. Since each of the remaining 
claims depends from one of such claims, all of claims 38-71 and 73-94 are also non-obvious. 
Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that the rejection of claims 38*71 and 73-88 as 
obvious under 35 U.S.C § 103(a) be withdrawn. 



In light of the above amendments and remarks, Applicants respectfully submit that 
claims 38-71 and 73*94 satisfy all the criteria for patentability and are in condition for 
allowance. Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner reconsider this application with 
a view towards allowance and solicit an early passage of claims 38-71 and 73-94 to issuance.
